And the first concert which 
they should send over the waves was planned 
to be a jazz concert, and it was, and it will go 
down in history that the first musical enter- 
tainment which Britons held for the benefit 
of America by reason of the radio was an 
illustration of the American idea of jazz 
music. But it shows the fact that interre- 
lationship, and not isolation is the law of the 
universe. We are in grips with that grea} 
idea here in America and most everybody 
except the politicians seems to see the 
light in this new day of ours. But the 
— is the principle of the interre- 
ationship of the nations of the world. 

While it is perfectly true that when we 
were young and struggling and the other 
nations of the world were so far, far away we 
were given more properly to the task of 
caring for ourselves. Those days have passed. 
They have fassed in your generation. 
Grandmother is and mother Eurice knew 
nothing about this fact in our modern life 
which is so tremendous, which is so deep 
seated, but it is here, it is here, and for its 
recognition in the larger life of our nation 
the battle is now on on the one hand, be- 
tween the practical man whose motto is, 
“Tsolation or bust” — and he will bust if he 
continues to be an isolationist — and the 
idealist on the other who getting a vision of 
the symmetry of the truth of the living God 
and the eternity of the laws of God which 
must find increasingly their expression in 
the world —between these two the battle is 
on and must be fought to a finish, and you 
must help, not particularly by marrying a 
French count or something of that sort, but 
by getting the idea clearly in your mind as a 
result of the widening which the years have 
brought to. your mental capacities, that the 
thing which your country faces today is an 
attitude not toward the political opinion but 
toward an eternal law of the living God, and 
that the question which is rising ‘already

There are only two classes of people in the 
world and there are only two classes of 
nations in the world. One class of people is 
like little Jack Horner, sitting in his corner, 
eatin his piece of pie and saying, “What a 
bie boy am I.” The other is like Abou Ben 
Adhem, who would be written as “one who 
loves his fellow men.” Every American, 
male and female, is in one of those two 
classes fundamentally as he studies the life 
and the disposition of his country with rela- 
tion to his world. He is either a little Jack 
Horner with a small policy that looks first 
and last to his own interest, or he is an Abou 
Ben Adhem who has the courage and the 
vision of a widening horizon to scorn the 
consequences and do that which is right. 

And it is a pertinent remark to make to 
you yous, ladies who are just facing life, 

use it is to be remembered that you are 
to face life. There are some people who think 
that there are no young people in the world 
today except flappers on the one hand or 
fops on the other. They are isolationists. 
They never have seen the real American 
youth. They do not even know today the 
splendid ranges in which our educated Ameri- 
can young people are sending out the sweep 
of their influence and are touching the 
entire world. They have no conception of 
the influence which the womanhood of 
America—that means you and your 
generation — for the next thirty years will 
have in the readjusting of our national life to 
the life of the world. That is the great 
American question today. I question 
whether it will be solved by the men. I have 
no question that it will be solved by the 
women. And the way in which the question 
is solved has the greatest influence on your 
life to-morrow, for, you see, you must live jn 
the world for the next twenty or thirty or 
forty years, and perhaps longer, and the 
mistakes of national adjustment which are 
made today will tinge, limit, circumscribe 
the areas of your influence through all those 
years, and the Proper procedure will give to 
your lives their. wide opportunity and their 
realization, for with the tradition of grand- 
mother Lois and mother Eunice as your 
dearest Possession and with their faith in 
your own hearts, it is for you to use your

Nor is this all a story of the past. Several 
| years.ago an American lady was urged by 
her husband to meet him in a European 
capital at the close of a long journey. He 
was of such eminence in the world that he 
could not escape the highest recognition. 
The wife declined the plan, because she 
would be obliged to go to a great function 
of that foreign court, and she had no jewels 
suitable according to the customs of that 
country for such a scene. 
husband had lavished their all on the educa- 
tion of their children, and there had been 
no surplus for jewels. She was the equal of 
any queen — indeed, her position and fer 
character had given her even greater power; 
but her simplicity could not ke conquered. 
Our American ambassadors scem to some 
people dreary at European courts amid the 
trappings of the rest. I hope we shall always 
be proud of their simplicity, Clothes do 
speak, and we may hope that those who 
represent America in any capacity, whether 
of education, of church or of state, will 
always be content to wear abroad the 
clothes which mark the best taste of a simple 


republic. 


We make no criticism of other nations; 
we demand only the due respect for the 
firm tradition of our own sovereign people, 
who at their best we dare to place very high 
among the best of all the earth. 

So it is with houses. The most conspicuous 
houses in an America city are rarely the 
houses of the most distinguished in that 
For example, during the last 
twenty years, the most notable citizen in 
New York was without doubt the late 
He had a comfort- 
able, simple house in a side street, which I 
suspect not one of his fellow-citizens in ten 
thousand could have found; and the great 
houses, for the most part, were lived in by 
people who were not very much desired. — 

In speech we think of the utter simplicity 
of Lincoln’s Gettysburg address as the only 
eloquence which America covets. 
times an Englishman with a title will laugh 
because our tongues seem to delight to say in 
unnecessary places, ‘My Lord”, or ‘‘ Your 
Never at home, he says, is he so 
steadily reminded of his rank. This criticism 
ought to sting us; it ought to make us seem 
The clean-cut courtesy 
gives every man the title belonging to 
him in the time and place demanding it, 
does not require us to say it at other times or 
We can, as dignified and 
simple Americans, say “you” and “yours” 
to our guests with foreign titles, just as we 
say “you” and “yours” to our own. We 
need not descend to the flat plain of the 
French Revolution and call every one 
“Citizen”; but we may remember that we 
have a tradition of simplicity of speech as 
well as of dress and of dwelling-places. 
The highly bred American will never cheapen 
his heritage by a descent from a genuine

at the beginning, it has sustained us at all 
high moments, and I believe it carries us as a 
nation all through the experiences of the 
commofi day. 

The final American trait of which I wish 
to speak this morning is generosity. I shall 
not speak of the generosity of individuals to 
individuals, though I believe that to be 
characteristic. What I wish especially to 
emphasize is our generoslty as a nation. 


Through most of our history our country 
has been lavish in its hospitality to the 
immigrants. Only in recent years has there 
been a distinct limitation, and that only 
when it was quite plain to every one that 
there must be limitation for the sake of the 
immigrant as well as for the sake of the 
older citizen. We havea problem of assimila- 
tion as well as of generous welcome. When 
we weigh ‘what the ancestors of the older 
poke went through to win this fair 

nd and then to build up our national inst- 
tutions, it must appeal to every disinter- 
ested observer, how great is the gift which has 
been offered to Swede and to Italian, to 
German and to Slav and to all the others 
through the nineteenth century\_With a 
minimum of formality they have eptered 
into a rich heritage, which for the most part 
is gracefully acknowledged and honorably 
used. Perhaps no nation before ever had a 
chance to show such generosity as this. 
Certainly, I think no nation has ever exer- 
cised it in any like degree. 


» There have been ungenerous deeds in our 

national history. Years ago the Mexican 
War put a blot upon our national shield. 
But yesterday we selfishly and _ timidly 
refused the mandate for Armenia. How 
different might have been the recent history 
of the Near East and of the whole world as 
well had we at that time been generous with 
our accustomed generosity! 


These instances are exceptions. The war 
with Spain was an inglorious war, but there 
was a magnanimity of genorisity when we 
paid Spain for the Philippines which we did 
not want but could not avoid. There was 
generosity when we undertook to train Cuba 
in government, then set forth its inde- 
pendence at the first possible moment. There 
was generosity when we charged our own 
ships the same Panama Canal tolls which we 
exacted of foreigners. There was generosity 
when we entered the last war of the world 
with the avowed purpose not to seek territory 
or any other reward but only to fight for 
truth and for liberty. 

The world of race in 1917 was gasping 
for breath. Death was near. Only the 
entry of this country into the conflict pre- 
served the life ofall that we hold dear. 
Have we forgotten so soon as this what our 
co-operation meant to the free world of five 
or six or seven years ago? Together with the 
saving of our own freedom was the gratitude 
which shone in the eyes of desperate people 
ready to drop, but then filled with courage. 
Can we forget that? 

I know nothing which so movingly tells 
the significance of our decision to give all for 
a _world cause as certain fugitive verses 
which sppeared in a newspaper of that time 
and which I chanced to see. They describe 
five French children kneeling in a Paris 
street as our first troops marched through the 
city: 

(Why so patient, standing there, 
Edouard and small Pierre, 
Georges, Yvette, and Marie-Claire?) 


“When the troops come marching by,” 
(Quoth the small Pierre) 
‘Mother, wilt thou lift me high, 
That we may see them, thou and I?’’ 


‘Mother, are they fair to see?"’ 
(A busy tongue — Pierre) 
‘Have they little boys like me, 
Left at home across the sea?’’ 
(Alas! Alas! Pierre.) 


‘‘Mother, we have waited long;" 
(Long indeed, Pierre!) 
“The sun has grown so hot and strong — 
Surely none has done them wrong?'’ 
(God forbid! Pierre.) 


‘Mother, who did send them here?"’ 
(The gift of God, Pierre.) 
“But, then there is no need of fear, 
And on thy cheek I see a tear," 
(The tears of hope, Pierre.) 


Down the boulevard a cry — 
A bugle note is flung on high — 
The Stars and Stripes are passing by! 


“The gift of God,"’ quoth small Pierre; 
His hat on breast, his head all bare, 
He knelt upon the pavement there. 


(Five young children kneeling there — 
Georges, Yvette,and Marie-Claire, 
Edouard and small Pierre.)

Once more we stand at the parting of the 
ways. The world today is in great tribula- 
tion. One nation only is strong. The bitter 
cry comes for help from a world agonizing 
for righteous peace. Of course there is risk 
if we advance out of our isolation. There is 
risk wherever there is life. Death is the 
only safe condition for an individual or for 
a world. “He that saveth his life shall lose 
it” is exactly as true of a whole nation as it 
is of one man. I believe that American 
generosity is as fine-grained and as ardent as 
it ever was in the past. I believe that before 
the snow falls every self-seeking and anxious 
soul who has his cautious ear to the ground 
will hear such a command from the scattered 
people of this broad land that he can have no 
doubt that America is still generous and that 
America will run just as many risks in peace 
as in war. He will know that if there is to 
be an assembly of free peoples for the guard- 
ing of all the world against the possibility of a 
rash and unscrupulous aggressor, the strength 
and love of America must be thrown mightil 
into that righteous cause. He will ‘ead 
how he failed to understand the real American 
who four years ago bade both political 
parties discover a way to guide the world into 
a secure and, if possible, a permanent peace 
He may ask, what shall be the wrath of a 
vigorous American stock which is much 
longer made to wait while a world is bleedin 
to death. America 4S generous and will te 
generous till it dies. God will let it die onl 
when its own love for all men is cold <a 


thus its very reason for being is gone. 

Young women of this school of visions and 
of ideals, with many on its rolls who have 
done heroic leadership in the past: May God 
give you the vision which he has given to 
those that led our history in the days that 
are gone. Will you be every word you speak 
in the days to come, by your influence and by 
your whole lives give to our beloved country 
a fresh impetus to continue steadfastly its 
God-given mission; speed it forward in its 
best tradition; do all you can to keep it 
simple, humorous, honorable, religious and 
generous! 

And may God bless and keep our beloved 
country forever!

CHANGE NAME TO ARKANSAW 


Committee Decided on Indian Name as 
Official for State Formerly Called 
Arkansas, 

The Arkansaws were a tribe of In- 
dians who roamed the region which 
now bears their name. When the 
French missionaries of the time of 
Marquette came along, they attempted 
to reproduce phonetically in French 
the Indian sounds. So they selected 
“Arkansas” as the best concoction, 
for the French ending “as” is pro- 
nounced as a nasal “agh.” As for 
Kansas, Cortez pronounced it Kan- 
saw. In a military report sent at the 
time, the name was spelled Konsa, 
for that was the nearest the English 
could come to reproducing, phoneti- 
cally, the French sounds. 

In the early days of Arkansas the 
pronunciation of the name of the state 
was a variable thing. From 1844 to 
1848 Arkansas was represented in the 
senate by Chester Ashley, who was a 
New Englander, and Ambrose Simms, 
who hailed from Tennessee, Mr. Ash- 
ley didn’t depart from “Arkansas,” and 
Mr. Simms stuck to “Arkansaw.” The 
vice president at the time was George 
M. Dallas of Pennsylvania, who, It 
must be admitted, showed much tact; 
for when he spoke of the state to Ash- 
ley she sald “Arkansas,” and when he 
mentioned It to Simms he said “Arkan- 
saw.” Finally a committee was ap- 
pointed to settle the matter definitely 
and Arkansaw won.

LESSENING RISKS TO LIFE 


Automatic Illumination of Lifeboate 
When They Are Launched From 
Ship Ie Tested. 

An invention for lessening risks to 
life at sea by the automatic illumina- 
tion of lifeboats when they are 
launched from a ship’s side has just 
been tested by British board of trade 
officials, 

The inventors are two partners in 
the firm of Messrs. T. Blair & Co., 
ship’s store merchants, in Hast London. 

By their device two small electric 
lamps are switched on by contact es- 
tablished from a float contained in a 
tube fixed to the sternpost of the life- 
boat, 

The float is forced up the tube by 
water when the boat is launched. 

Storage batteries capable of giving 
twenty-four hours’ continuous light to 
the lamps are carried on board. 

Under present board of trade regu- 
lations every ship’s lifeboat has to 
carry an oil lamp and a dozen boxes 
of matches im a sealed watertight tin. 

The inventors of the new device 
claim that it will eliminate much of 
the risk of liftboats being run down.
